The application has been amended as follows: P. 1 after the title - -This 
application claims the benefit of Priority of German Patent application No. 10305391 .3 
filed February 1 1 , 2003, and the benefit of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/482,295 
filed June 25, 2003. - - has been inserted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 3 
step procedure appreciably differs from the corresponding 3 step procedure of Chartrain 
et al , U.S. Patent 5,792,871 cited by applicants in that the first step is performed in 
aqueous solution in the presence of inorganic base and thus the alkali or alkali metal 
salt of acetylpyridine oxime instead of acetylpyridine oxime is produced. The 3 step 
process produces product of unexpectedly higher purity than the reference process. 
The process can be run continuously without isolation of intermediates. The second 
step of the process, see instant claims 16-18, differs from the reference is that the salt 
of the oxime rather than the oxime is used as a reactant and the reaction is done in a 
biphasic mixture of water and water-insoluble or sparingly soluble solvent. This is 
important because the tosylation reaction in pyridine is highly exothermic and the dry 
tosyl oxime is liable to violent decomposition. See Chung et al cited by applicants.in 
note 5 at p. 6742. 
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The following 2 references were found as a result of an Online search in 
Chemical Abstracts, and are cited as of interest. Sharghi et al discloses a solid phase 
oximation of acetypyridines catalyzed by potassium carbonate to produce the oxime 
(not the metal salt thereof). Sharma et al discloses the production of the sodium salt of 
2-acetylpyridine oxime by addition of 2-acetylpyridine to a MeOH solution of sodium. 
See p. 67 under Experimental.
